Patronage of the pool by adults has, however, dwindled 

until today it is practically non-existent. We are informed that 

,, this year the pool will not be self-siipporting; in fact the forecast is: 

made that it will lose a considerable sum of money on operating 
account. 


Sooner or later, if this continues, it will mean the clos- 
ing of the pool as the Board of Trade cannot in its present financial 
condition afford to conduct enterprises where heavy losses have to 
«be faced annually. 

We suggest that the matter is important enough to 
warrant some attention being paid to it, and arrangements made 
forthwith to ensure that the pool operations will be a success from 
a financial as well as every other standpoint. Perhaps it will take 
a fatality at the irrigation ditch or elsewhere locally to focus the 
attention of citizens on the advantages of the pool, where safety is 
assured, 


ARE WE TO HAVE A DUST BOWL? 


Plans of the dominion government for the rehabilita~ 
tion of large areas in Saskatchewan have been announced, and it 
is hoped by a series of dams, tree planting and other reconstruction 
measures to bring back to fertility much of the land that has 
suffered from drought. But recent reports from the Swift Cur- 
rent and Gravelbourg districts indicate that this year conditions 
are. the worst of the past eight years, all of which have been dis- 
astrous. : ’ 

y __, Twenty-five years ago the Hon. Frank Oliver, who 
had a more intimate knowledge of the West than any other man in 
public life, opposed the opening to homesteading of range. lands 
on the southern prairies. What he foretold then has come to 
pass, viz., good grazing has been destroyed and the land has come 
to the point where it can no longer produce grain. A windswept 
prairie does not lend itself to the pulverizing of a soil that turns 
to dust, and once the destruction has started it appears to have cum- 
ulative effects, the barren area extending from year to year. 

During the present season the Peace River country 
has had enough dry weather to make us stop and wonder wheth- 
er we too shall not soon be affected in a similar manner. Our 
park lands, with their remarkable fertility, have produced great 
crops for a period of twenty years. This season with shortage 
of rains, a marked difference is to be noted 
the fi are-interspérsed with brush, and the wider areas 
from which all the brush has been cleared. There is no escaping 
the fact that a near drought has affected a considetable area of open 
lands, nor that lands near the timber are producing good crops 
despite the general shortage of moisture, The Peace River 
country .must at all costs preserve its trees. lf we fail to do 
so another twenty years may see this country added to the already 
extensive desert area of the West, and the dust bowl of the cen- 
tral States and southern Saskatchewan and Alberta may have its 
northern replica in the area of which we have been ‘so proud. 
Save the trees in sufficient quantity for shelted belts for all fields. 
The wind that is allowed to blow our top soil must take the settlers 
with it. Peace River Record. 


HOW THE DOMINION WAS GIVEN ITS NAME 


(By CHARLES H. BARKER) ane 
Why Canada was called “Dominion” is known to few 
persons, but it is,an interesting story well worth knowing because 
of its Bible origin. ; 
In 1864, Canada consisted of only two provinces which 
were named Upper and Lower Canada: now called Ontario and 
Quebec. 


In October, 1864 a conference was held at the city 
of Quebec to consider the advisability of consolidating all the 
British Provinces in North America into one confederation, As a 
result, four provinces agreed to unite: these were Ontario, Quebec, 
New Brunswick and. Nova Scotia. The necessary articles were 
drawn up to present to the Imperial government at London, Eng- 
land, to obtain its sanction. ; 

Before these papers could be completed, a name for. the 
new confederation had to be inserted. Sir John A. MacDonald, 
chairman of the Convention, and the leading spirit in forming the 
union, suggested the title “the Kingdom of Canada,” which he said, 
“was in anticipation of the day when Canada should claim political 
equality with Great Britain.”

PLASTIC LENSES NEW 
SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENT 
—O— 

A new and startling devel »spmont in 
plastics has recently been developed 
in England. Two young Englishmen 
have discovered a way to produce \n- 
breakable lenses for spectacles, cam- 
eras, binoculars, telescopes and other 
scientific instruments on q mass pro- 
duction scale. The material used is 
a plastic somewhat similar to cellu- 
loid though of a resinous base, 

When it is realized, up to now 
each individual optical lens has _ re- 
quired long and expensive grinding 
and polishing by highly skilled tech- 
nicians, some idea will be gained of 
what this ma8s production may mean 
in cutting down costs. * 

The polished lenses are produced 
by a moulding process. It will still 
need skilled labor, of course, to make 
the basic moyld for any given speci- 
fication but once this is done, 
enormous quantitics of lenses can be 
produced, 

Not only are they produced at a 
fraction of the cost of regular glass 
lenses, but they have other desirabl« 
characteristics as well. It is stated 
that they weigh only half as much as 
glass, are unbreakable, are as opti- 
cally efficient as glass and are 30 per 
cent more transparent, Vest pocket 
size pictures taken through plastic 
lenses have been enlarged to three by 
four feet sizes it, is said, without 
loss of the clarity of the original. 
Possibly the greatest service-ability 
of these lenses, however, will be in 
their use for spectacles. 

While there are firms in Canada 
manufactyring lenses on quite a large 
seale the importations are also large 
and are valued at considerably over 
a quarter of a million dollars, accord- 
ing to the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics,

‘epidemic of typhotd fever, 


In tho 
colirse of n few months there were 
5,000 cases of the fever and more 
than 600 deaths, The outbreak 
created local consternation; it was of 
great international’ interest: Officials 
of health departments from all parts 
of the continent visited the city in- 
tent to learn the cause of the disaster 
Committees were appointed to «study 
the causes of the outbreak; there was 
thorough investigation made of the 
whole subject, Most of the cases of 
typhoid were on the route of a cer- 
tain dairy. It was discovered that 
the dairy’s pasteurization plant was 
defective, The outbreak and ita re- 
sult were rightly attributed to the 
lack of care in the companys plant, 
The matter of pasteurization is not 
always understood by the public. It 
is simple. It means that the milk is 
heated (not boiled) to a temperature 
of aboutu 145 degrees F, and main- 
tained at this temperature for 30 min- 
utes, The milk is then rapidly cool- 
ed to 40 or 50 degrees and kept at 
this low temperatuure unti] used, 
Pasteurization properly carried out, 
kills the germs of a hoat of diseases 
which may be carried by milk, includ- 
ing typhoid fever, scarlet fever, dip- 
theria, undulant fever, tuuberculosis 
and cholera. In addition septic sore 
throat and summer complaint of bab- 
les are frequently prevented by the 
use of milk which has been boiled or 
pasteurized, because the effect of boil- 
ing and pasteurizing of milk is much 
the same. 

In the smoking compartment of a 
fast train speeding westward from 
the city in question’ a group of men 
were engaged in argument.

exclaimed, “I wouldn't have pasteur- 
ized milk in my house. Look at me!” 
he cried, “I'm one of eleven an’ nine 
of us are livin’, an’ I'm not a bad 
specimen,” He wasn't, He was 
fine upstanding figure of a man. 
went on, 

“D’ye know what our mother fed us 
on?” he enquired. “I'll tell ye, She 
put a little milk In a porringer on 
the stove and brought ft to a boil. 
Then she broke a little bread in it. 
That's what she fed us,” An elderly 
man in the group smoked his pipe. He 
had so far taken no part in the dis- 
cussion, He remarked to the Irish- 
man, “You should thank God for such 
a mother, for she fed you on milk 
that was the practical equivalent of 
the pasteurized article,” For once the 
Irishman was beaten but he was a 
good sport, | 

“Sure,” he said, “I didn’t know what 
I was talking about. I'll never have 
another word to say against pasteur- 
ized milk as long aa I live.” 

Pasteurization or boiling of milk 
are guarantees against milk-borne dis- 
eases, but the pasteurization plant 
must not fall to deliver a proper pro- 
duct, If it so fails, there may be dis- 
aster,

DAIRYING INDUSTRY OF CANADA 


Dairying is one of the oldest and 
has become one of the most import- 
ant of Canadian Industries. The per- 
manent establishment of cattle in 
Canada dates from about the year 
1608, when Champlain brought a few 
head to the colony at Quebec. Cattle 
by 1671, according to a census of that 
were placed in Acadia in 1682, and 
year, the number had increased to 
868, 

Butter and cheese making were 
introduced by the early French col- 
onists who brought with them a 
knowledge of the arts, and who soon 
were able to produce sufficient quan- 
tities for home requirements. With 
the arrival of the United Empire 
Loyalists, the art of butter and cheese 
making was extended to Upper Can- 
ada and dairying commenced to oc- 
cupy a fixed place in the commercial 
life of the country. Early records 
show that in 1801 there was a_ sur- 
plus of butter at Kingston, Ontario, 
and that. some was exported to the 
United States, It was not until 
1864,however, when the factory sys-
